ing rates went into effect Sunday. 
That means more than 25,000,000 
American 
workers will find the 


withholding taxes taken 
out of 


their next paychecks about a fifth 
greater. 


The bigger "take" 
from 
pay- 


checks is needed to keep taxpay- 
ers on a pay-as-you-go basis under 
the tax boosts voted by congress 
to provide money for the country's 
Dig defense build-up. 


Individual income taxes 
were 
also hiked. 
The withholding payments taken 


out of paychecks 
are 
pre-pay- 


ments toward each individual's fin- 
al tax bill for this year, due by 
March 15. As in past years, some 
Individuals will have refunds com- 
ing to them from the government.

The regulation 'will be the agen- 
cy's second compulsory order gov- 
erning business. Two weeks ago 
an inventory control edict made it 
llegal to hoard 32 scarce defense 
materials. 
The arms program got another 
joost when Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer announced a 9,400,000-ton 
expansion of the steel industry, to 
be achieved by the end of 1952. 


Steel Output Expanded 


This increase, nearly 10 per cent 


>eyond the present annual capacl- 
y of 100,563,000 tons, was describ- 
ed by Sawyer as "an encouraging 
demonstration of the willingness to 
"orge ahead." 


The secretary predicted that the 
goal of 109,963,000 tons a year "well 
may be" exceeded. It represents the 
expansion plans of 20 companies, 
as reported to Sawyer by the Amer- 
can Iron and Steel Institute. The 
companies were not named.

Justice 
William O. Douglas joined his col- 
leagues on the high bench just'two 
minutes before the court recessed. 


Douglas had flown back from a 
tour of the Far East. He hurried 
from the airport to take part in the 
opening session. 
Today's formalities included the 
admission of 28*attorneys to prac- 
tice before the high tribunal. 
The court's actual business 
for 


the 1950-51 term will get under way 
next Monday. 
Principal interest in the new term 
centers on legal Issues involved in 
Communist activities and race rela- 
tions. .

Atlantic, Gulf 
Storm Warnings 


MIAMI, Fla.,

British Isles of Bermuda, 700 miles 
east of the South Carolina coast, 
were advised to prepare for hur- 
ricane winds today as a tropical 
storm Inched slowly over the At- 
lantic.

"direct aggression" against the peo- 
ple of that country and was deslg 
nated to cast a mantle of legality 
on American intervention there. 
In a policy speech before the UN 


assembly's political committee, the 
Soviet foreign minister promised 
to put in a resolution of his own to 
counter the measure under debate. 
He said the e-ight-nation proposal 
was designed to perpetuate the oc- 
cupation of all of Korea by foreign 
forces and added: 


"When 
will they get out? well 
perhaps when the mountain are lev- 
el with the sea." 


"Big Lie Repetitions" 


U. S. chief delegate Warren R. 


Austin said in a statement outside 
the committee that Vishinsky's ac- 
cusations were merely "repetitions 
of the big lie." He predicted Vish- 
insky's charges would have no ef- 
fect because "rotten wood cannot 
be 
carved nor halls of sand 
be 
plastered." 


Vishinsky 
explained 
that 
his 


proposal would call for halting of 
American bombings. This 
same 


proposal has been beaten down in 
the 
security council. He said 


companion Soviet proposal calling 
for the disbandment of the present 
UN commission in Korea would be 
presented because that commission 
"acted unobjectlvely" and failed to 
carry out its mission. 


The- American-supported proposal 


which Vishinsky attacked calls for 
United Nations aid and supervision 
of the pacification, unification and 
rehabilitation of the whole of Ko- 
rea. It also calls for a new UN 
commission with broad powers to 
help reorganize the political and 
economic life of'the country. 


Claims Presented 
In an hour and a half 
speech 


Vishinsky made these claims: 
1. South Korea rather than North 
Korea was responsible for touching 
off the conflict, and American au- 
thorities encouraged South 
Kor- 
eans in this plan. 


2. The Korean conflict Is a civil 
war in which the UN has no right 
to intervene. 
3. The United States and Britain 


misled the UN in the Korean case 
with the result that UN organs 
took illegal and mistaken decisions 


4. UN decisions serve to cover up 


illegal American intervention in

New Westinghouse 
Contract Signed 


PITTSBURGH,

Nearly 50,000 employes of West- 
inghouse Electric Corporation went 
to work today under a new one- 
year contract giving them a 10- 
cent hourlv pay boost and Improv- 
ed pension benefits. 
The pact with the CIO interna- 


tional union of electrical workers 
(IUE) expires September 30, 1951. 
It can be reopened for wage talks 
after six months. 
The pay boost is retroactive to 
last September 18. Affected work- 
ers had-been making an average 
$1.56 an hour under the old con- 
tract. Negotiations are continuing 
with three other unions in West- 
inghouse which have another 50,- 
000 workers. 
The CIO-IUE contract provides 


a pension guaranteeing a $100 min- 
imum, 
including social security, 


for workers retiring after 25 years 
service. 
The company agrees to 
completely finance the pensions for 
workers earning less tha.i $4,800 
a year. Workers making more than 
$4,800 can obtain higher pensions 
by participating in a contributory 
plan. 


The social insurance program In 


the new contract provides life ni- 
surance from $2,500 up, depend- 
ing on employes' earnings, sick 
and accident insurance up to $32 a 
week for 26 weeks and certain 
other benefits. 


The pension and insurance plans 


are to be in effect for five years 
but either plan may be reopened 
for negotiations after one year by 
mutual consent. 


'Get On Fire With Spirit Oi Liberty', 
Cordell Hull Advises On 79th Birthday

warned that "grave difficulties and 
langers still contront us on all 
ides." 


Retired 6 Years Aga. 
Hull is 79 years old today. 
It 
s exactly six years since he wound 
up his work in the State Depart- 
ment, beset by a long illness which 
orced his retirement. He formally 
esigned as secretary in Novem- 
icr, 1944, and was hailed by the 
ate President Roosevelt as the 
father of the United Nations." 
Since then he has largely recov- 


ered 
his health 
and 
for many 


months has been able to receive 
friends regularly, and to leave his 
apartment in a Washington hotel 
almost dally for an 
automobile 
drive or a walk. 


Through conversations with gov- 


ernment officials and through close 
attention to press and radio, he 
keeps in touch with daily develop- 
ments in the world and particularly 
with the work of the United Na- 
tions which he played a large role 
In creating. 


"Dangers Confront TJs." 


In thn birthday statement issued 


today, Hull said that "people ev- 
erywhere should be highly grati 
fied to observe that the United 
Nations has proved capable of act- 
ing effectively to oppose aggres- 
sion." 


"Grave difficulties and dangers 


still confront us on all sides," he 
continued. "But I am certain that

Senator Sparkman (D-Ala) urged 
today that the United Nations erase 
the 38th parallel dividing line and 
unite Korea. 


Sparkman, 
a member of the 


American delegation to the UN, 
told reporters on a brief visit to 
Washington that no partition line 
should be permitted to Interfere 
with the final destruction of North 
Korean aggressive powers. 


Action Necessary 


"Whether United Nations forces 


should cross the 38th parallel, was 
a military decision, of course," he 
said. "But as a layman It seems 


me that it will he necessary 
continue military action until 


the North Korean power of ag- 
gression is broken." 


Already, 
South Korean forces 


have plunged across the boundary 
under UN military orders, pending 
a response from the North Korean 
Reds to a demand from Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur for surrender or 
"early and total defeat." 


Unified Nation 


Sparkman said he believes that 


after victory the United Nations 
should take over in Korea on the 
basis of a unified nation, moving 
•toward the establishment of a 
democratic government for all of 
the people there. 


"I hope we will erase the 38th 
parallel as a dividing line," Spark- 
man. said. .

2—(/P)—West German police today 
claimed a decisive victory

Communists who attempted to turn 
Sunday into a bloody wave of ri- 
ots and demonstrations. 


Police jailed more than 1,400 Red 


ringleaders and broke up every 
attempt they made to start riots 
in a score of cities. 


Only Scattered Fights 


The day marked for bloodshed 


ended with nothing more serious 
than scattered fist 
fights 
and 


stone throwing. About 30 police 
were hurt in the skirmishes. 


Meanwhile, the people of Soviet- 


encircled Berlin 
received assur- 


ance Sundav from President Tru- 
man of continued aid to keep the 
city free. The President's message 
was delivered by Paul G.*Hoffman, 
retiring chief of the economic co- 
operation 
administration, in 
a 


speech at the opening of the Ger- 
man industrial fair in Berlin. 


"Our aid will continue," Tru- 


man's message declared, "for we 
are confident of the eagerness of 
the German people and their re- 
public to join the free of the world 
in defense of all that we cherish." 


Bloody Day Promised 


Red leaders had 
promised 
to 


make Sundav a bloody day of "Na-' 
tlonal rcslstence" to the Western 
allies and the West German gov- 
ernment they sponsor. The Com- 
munists had shipped in thousands 
of young fanatics, trained in trou- 
blenmking. 
from Soviet-occupied 
East Germany. 


They tried to foment riots in the 


streets and squares of manv cities 
from Hamburg to Munich. But they 
didn't get far against 100,000 well- 
organized German police. 
Bio Fire Rages 
At Port Arthur 


PORT ARTHUR, Oct. 2.—UP)— 


Eleven large -oil and gas tanks had 
been destroyed and three still were 
burning today at the Texas Com- 
pany's largest refinery and storage 
area. 


Massive columns of smoke and 


flame rose today from the plant 
area about two miles west of Port 
Arthur and 12 miles frm the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


The blaze broke out about 1 a. 
m. Sunday and quickly was spread 
to other tanks by a stiff east wind. 


The Texas. Company declined to- 
day to estimate its loss, but ex- 
perienced observers said damage 
would run between a million and a 
million and a half ollars. 


The blaze lit up the sky and 


countryside for miles around as 
trained Texas 
Company 
crews 


fought the blaze. 


The refinery itself, not far from 


the tank farm which caught fire, 
was not set afire, largely because 
of the favorable direction of the 
wind.

—A French military spokesman 
said today a French column occu- 
pied Thalnguyen, Communist com- 
munications hub in North Indo- 
china, at 5 p. m. Sunday (5 a. -m. 
Sunday EST.)

The two flanking columns 


were hammering north to seine po- 
sitions around the city. 
The spokesman said the troops 


advancing north fought a series of 
skirmishes against Vietminh units 
seeking to stall the French ad- 
vance. The main Vietminh resist- 
ance was broken at Duthanh, a riv- 
er crossing 18 miles south of Thai 
Nguyen. 


The French offensive was sup- 
ported by fighter and bomber .at- 
tacks against Vietminh posltiona 
and by large artillery concentra- 
tions, the spokesman said. 


Paratroopers Dropped. 


An hour 
before

spearhead thrust into Thai Nguyen, 
patatrooper units were 
dropped 


north of the city. The paratroopers 
broke into the city from the North 
to join the French ground troops 
in their mopping up operation. 


The Franch seizure of Thai Ngu- 


yen was considered to have frac- 
tured the major fixed Vietminh 
positions! in North Indochina. The 
citly is the center of a triangular 
mountain position where Commun- 
ist Vietminh Leader Ho Chi Minh 
had concentrated some of hia best 
trained and equipped troops.

Among the dead were 30 Ameri- 


It is feared 13 more 
may be burled in a trench not yet 
completely uncovered. 


There were three known surviv- 


ors of the slaughter—two Ameri- 
cans and one South Korean. One 
of the Americans died since. 


Lt. Robert W. Shultice, Norfc-lk 


Va., said both Americans and the 


outh Korean were burled alive 


but only lightly. 
They were dis- 


covered as they struggled through 
the dirt for air. 
Shultice is inves- 


tigating the atrocities for the Judge 
Advocate General. 


All Arc Bound. 


The Americans were tied by their 
wrists to dead men. 
All of the 


slain were bound arm to arm. 


Seeing this stung the imagina- 


tion. It was no mad orgy. There 
was no wild machine-gunning. It 
was a coldly calculated massacre. 
Each man had been shot individ- 
ually. Many apparently were club- 
bed to make sure they were dead. 
One man had a hatchet sticking 
from his skull. 


The surviving local citizens say 


the South Korean dead were known 
anti-communists, the wealthy, rela- 
tives of soldiers, national 
police 


and their relatives. 


How many South Koreans arc 


sprawled in the basement of the 
Cathedral, no one knows. A good 
guoss would be 100. 


I could not force myself Into 


the basement, past the tangle of 
arms and legs and the smell of the 
dead.

With a lowered profit': margin, 


the producers may now raise ' the 
price of newsprint. They did this 
in July, 1946, when the 
value 


of the Canadian dollar was offi- 
cially changed from 91 cents to 
51.00 in U.^S. monev. Then \vhen 
the Canadian dollar was' again 
officially 
revalued 
at 
91 cents, 


they .declined to lower newsprint 
prices, pleading that higher pro- 
duction costs made it unfeasible. 


Whether newsprint prices 
are 
raised probably will be determined 
by the level to which the Cana- 
dian 
dollar 
finally 
rises 
under 
the free exchange.

The real significance o 


this measure is that it pro 
vides special restrictions an

munists and to fellow-tra^ 
eler. Who is a fellow-trav 
eller? He may be someone 
who merely

Its citizenship bars anc 
power of cancellation applj 
to a mere joiner of an or 
ganization 
called 
subver 


sive by the attorney-general 
Its whole operation is a sin 
gling out of persons accord 
ing to their political beliefs 
or activities, or mere asso 
ciations. 


It is often said that Com 


munists are not just a po 
litical party. They are nev 
ertheless a political group 
because the thing they have 
in common is a belief in a 
certain kind of government 
This remains true despite 
the dangerous characteris- 
tics which set Communism 
apart—their 
rejection 


American- nationalism, 
of 


majority rule and of mora 
standards, their willingnesi 
to use any means whatevei 
to gain their ends. It has not 
really been shown that a 
special law was needed for 
protection 
against 
those 


characteristics. 
We musl 


hope that the precedent oJ 
a special political contro 
law- will not some day prove 
more dangerous than the 
Communists. 


END OF GERMAN WAR 


The Big Three decision to 


end the state of war with 
Germany appears to be an 
effort to fill some of the 
void left by inability of the 
World War II Allies to re- 
main allied long enough to 
make a peace treaty. Now 
a treaty among the Allies is 
needed before one will 
be 


possible with the defeated 
enemies. 
Meanwhile 
the 


problems of occupation and 
rehabilitation 
mount, 
and 


some of them would be made 
easier by technical end of the 
war. 


The chief effects will be 


n the degree of free action 
permitted to- the West Ger- 
nan government and, it is 
hoped, in the attitude of the 
"'rerman people. After 
the 


First World War the Ger- 
mans were embittered and 
alienated by the harsh terms 
>f the Treaty of Versailles, 
The intent was to avoid a 
imilar result after the sec- 
nd war by taking more time 
and writing a more careful 
ess vindictive treaty. But 
he effect on German morale 
f the long delay in getting 
a treaty is almost as unde- 
Irable, in some respects, as 
a harsh treaty might have 


een. The present action is 
ntended partly to give a lift 
o German spirits, to encour- 
age the Germans to turn to- 
ward Western ideas and pur- 
poses. 


In agreeing to this step, 


American negotiators 
also 


lung to their hope of bring- 


yious reluctance, the Amer- 
ican 
officials 
nevertheless 


obtain removal of one of the 
legal bars to restoration of a 
Germany army. And 
we 


have more time to think 
about it. 


ENTANGLED CONGRESS 
In view of the jumbled en- 


tirely of the 195.0 session of 
congress up to temporary ad- 
journment, it is 
glaringlly 


apparent that the old-fash- 
ioned way is not the best. 
If any branch of the govern- 
ment has greater need than 
another for modernization of 
its organization, procedures 
and methods, it is the Con- 
gress. It is obvious, from its 
works so far this year, that 
Congress is geared to a sim- 
pler and more leisurely day. 


In this session 
Congress 


was diverted from ordinary 
business in mid-career by-the 
demands of the situation in 
Korea. After the President's 
special message on that sub- 
ject, the chief pieces of ordi- 
nary business finished were 
the draft act extension and 
Social Security expansion, 
both of which had been vir- 
tually completed, and 
the 


general apropriations 
bill, 


which had to be enacted 
come what may. Otherwise 
Congress since then 
had 


spent most of its time on leg- 
slation directly connected or 
overwhelmingly 
influenced 


by the Korea fighting. 


Even had Korea not hap- 


pened the 1950 record would 
not have been impressive. 
Probably not much ordinary 
susiness would have 
been 


'inished anyway. 
The sad 


fact is that Congress bogs 
down each year because it 
.s not set up to cope with 
the great 'mass of work it 
undertakes. The whole gov- 
ernment would be much bet- 
ter off if 
Congress 
would 


reorganize itself and become 
able to adjourn 
a session 


with the session's work com- 
pleted.

Bengals Defense 
Stopped Eiioris 
Of Losing Eleven 


Bailey, Cravens 
Stegall Scored 
Local Touchdowns

Corsicana's Tigers withstood their 


first road test of the 1950 season 
Friday night by taming Paris' Wild- 
cats on their home field, 26-0. 


The score shows Corslcana a 4- 
touchdown better team than the 
Paris crew, and It was that, or 
better. But throughout the entire 
first quarter It beffan to look as 
if Lady Luck had turned her back 
on the Oorslcanans. 
They 
battled bad breaks 
and 
seemingly untimely decisions from 
the officials to blunt at least two 
definite scoring threats during that 
period. Cofsicana led Paris by only 
6-0 at the half. 


The second period was a differ- 
ent story, however. Corsicana had 
settled down to steady, hard foot- 
ball, and there was little doubt as 
to the outcome after that period 


Varied Attack 


The comparatively few Corslcana 


fans that made the 150-mile trip 
saw the Tigers flash perhaps their 
most diversified attack of the sea- 
son. At least five backs figured 
prominently in the ground gaining. 
As for the defense, Paris' 
net 
yardage gain rushing of 31 yards 
speaks for itself. Seldom, if ever, 
could the Cats dent the Tiger for- 
ward wall. Their passes were inef- 
fective, and they rang up only two 
first downs during the night — one 
on a pass and the other running. 
The Paris offense was carried al- 
most 
totally by two boys— Jerry 
Redus and J. E. Christian, but the 
line in front of them couldn't pave 
the way. 
Corsicana's line throttled Paris' 


single wing with little trouble. 


Tiger Offense 


The' backf ield work for Corslcana 
was spread evenly among 
Nutt, 


Bailey, Stegall, Cravens and Mat- 
thews. Matthews came in for a lit- 
tle more offensive work than usual, 
being the target for several passes 
and doing some passing and stock- 
ing-footed 
punting that 
wasn't 


bad. 
It was Kenneth Bailey, the big- 
legged little back who has been out 
with a pulled muscle since the be- 
ginning of the season, who return- 
ed to his own, scoring two of the 
Tiger 
TD's. Nutt rang up a .500 
completion average on his passes 
despite faulty receiving at times, 
Stegall acquitted himself well 
at 


safety, 
and Matthews was 
his 
usual self, and more. Jimmy Cra- 
vens bulled his way for strategic 
gains all night. When the Tigers 
needed a few yards badly, it was 
mostly Cravens they called on. 
The Tiger line was 
well-nigh 
Impregnable. If there was a yard 
made over the center ,of the Cdr- 
slcana line Friday night, it was 
because Redus and 
Christians 
flew for it, not ran. They could 
find no holes at tackle, and they 
couldn't circle end effectively. 
Calling the roll of all who deserve 
credit In the line would be only 
a list of the first and most of the 
second-string line. 
Corsicana started out in difficul- 
ty, and for a while it looked as If 
Corsicana 
w,ould ,-. have to buy a 
touchdown instead of making one. 
Corslcana received the 
opening 


klckoff, drove to midfleld and losl 
the ball on a fumble. Paris couldn't 
gain, punted to Stegall on the Tiger 
IS, where he was downed. Corsica- 
na drove to the Paris 42, where s 
bad pass from center lost the ball 
to Paris again. 


• Fake Funt 


Paris drove to the Corslcana 40, 
punted to Stegall again deep in Ti- 
ger territory. Here Matthews back- 
ed to punt, and passed instead to 
Nutt for 42 yards, but the flag was 
down and it was no good. Matthews 
punted out to Redus, who fumbled 
and Tubbleville recovered on 
the 
Corsicana 30. 
Corsicana got rolling again, down 
to the Paris 45. Here a penalty for 
Unnecessary 
roughness 
stoppc 
them, and the first quarter endec 
scoreless on both sides. 
When Corsicana got the ball again 
on its own 36 early in the second 
quarter, the Tigers were touchdown 
bound. They fumbled on the sec- 
ond play, but recovered a Paris 
fumble on the next on the Tiger 
36. On the first play Stegall 
hit 
right end, cut back and picked up 
his blocking and^went all the way 
for a count. Cravens' conversion 
attempt from placement was wide. 


Two backfield in motion penal- 
ties denied Corsicana another score 
before the half, as they drove in- 
side Paris' 30 yard line. Another 
drive just before the end of 
the 
half petered out on incomplete pass 
cs. 
Band Struts 
The Corsicana Tiger band put 
on Us "Old Piano Boll Blues" 
number for the Paris citizens, and 
got a big hand from the fans. 
Paris' blue and white clad band 
paid tribute to that city's civic 
organizations. 
Corslcana scored again mldwa> 
in the third quarter.

from the Paris 46. A 5-yard run by 
Bailey and a 20-yard pass from Nuti 
to Tubbleville put the ball on the 
Wildcat 21. Nutt then passed in the 
flat to Bailey, who almost 
weni 


aver, but was knocked out of bounds 
on the 2. Cravens ripped the mid- 
dle for the count, and Nutt missed 
the conversion attempt. Score, 12-0 
Corsicana was rolling now. They 
set up another touchdown in 
the 
third period, but the payoff didn'l 
come until the first play of 
the 


fourth quarter. 


Matthews Intercepts 
Redus was passing deep in his 


own territory when Rayborn Mat- 
thews intercepted and returned the 
pigskin to the Cat 18. Stegall was 
in the middle for 3 yards, and Stack 
the-n dropped Nutt's pass. Cravens 
knifed through tackle for 10 yards 
to the Paris 5 and then rammed to 
the 1 as the quarter ended.

doughboys 


who clubbed six Red soldiers to 
death with empty rifles during an 
18-day stay behind enemy lines have 
been freed by the American ad- 
vance. 
It had rained most of the days 


of their adventure and they return- 
ed to their own lines shivering and 
hungry. 
Their uniforms were in 


dirty tatters. 
They had lived the 


entire time on grapes, apples and 
peaches plucked from native hill- 
side orchards. 
"Once a Red patrol passed 
so 


close to us as we lay by a road 
that we could have spit on them," 
said Pfc. Kenneth E. Tye of Kan- 
sas City. 
They used an old woodsman fl 


trick to keep warm. 
"We took turns sleeping on each 
other at night, it was so cold," said 
Sgt. Charles R. North of Barber- 
ton, O. Join Second Outfit. 


They said they joined up with 
another outfit 
when their own 


unit was overrun during an enemy 
banzai attack. 
The Reds came 


screaming back again in another 
banzai attack and got behind the 
second American outfit. 
Tho two 
escaped 
by 
dashing 
forward 


through the enemy's positions. 


They were many miles north of 
the Allied stronghold of Taegu— 
and tho North Korean army was 
making its final convulsive effort 
to seize Taegu. 
They hid out the next day and 
that night unexpectedly ran into 
a Red soldier who began jabber- 
ing at them in Korean In the dark 


"We had run out of ammunition 


so I killed him with by rifle butt," 
said Sergeant North. 
Tho Doughboys tried to work 


back toward their own lines. 
In 


one vain foray into a village in 
search of food they bumped into 
two Communist soldiers at night 
and beat them to death with theli 
own rifles. But they had to retreat 
—still starving. 


Three Gooks Killed. 


Another time they surprised at 


rifle point three enemy soldiers. 
All three got the rifle butt treat- 
ment. 
The two Infantrymen decided to 
stake their lives on a desperate 
gamble. 
"We just slung our rifles over 
our shoulders and walked toward 
our own lines trying to look as 
much like Gooks as we could," said 
Sergeant North. 
Luck walked with them. They 


made it. The first thing they did 
was to wolf down three cans of 
"C" rations. 
"It tastes like steak," said Tye, 


munching dreamily. 
But both men passed up fruit 


cocktail for dessert.
